Bliss Asserts Few Have 


-Paid Amount Due

A suit is to be started soon against 
the state banks to collect approxi- 
mately $200,000, the amount due the 
state guaranty fund .under the 
regular assessments for the year 
1929. Attorney General C. A. Soren- 
sen said Saturday afternoon. 
The assessments, which amount 
to one-tenth of 1 per cent of the 
average daily deposits per year, are 
collected in semi-annual instal- 
ments 
Tha first 1929 installmeht 
was due in July of that year and 
the second was due in January of 
this year. 
_ , 
According to Clarence Bliss, trade 
and commerce secretary, only -» very 
small per cent of the banks have 
paid the assessments. The great 
majority of them have returned the 
notice unpaid, stating that they 
were doing so on advice of their 
attorneys and in view of the fact 
that litigation over the law is still 
pending in the United States 
Supreme court 
One SoU Pending. 
Sorensen said the bankers are 
hoping that the high court wili 
declare the entire old guaranty fraad 
law unconstitutional, thereby re- 
lieine them from paying the regu- 
lar assessments as well as the spe- 
cial assessments, which are being 
particularly challenged in the ap- 
peal. Other banks are withholding 
their payments as an offset to 
money they claim is due them out 
of the old bankers' conservation 
fund. 
. 
Teh assessments under the new 
banking laws enacted by the spe- 
cial session of the legislature are in 
no way involved in the present con- 
troversy. They are not yet due for 
payment. 
Decision to commence suit to col- 
lect the assessments was reachec 
during the past week, after a num- 
ber of conferences between Secre- 
tary Bliss. Attorney General Soren- 
sen, and Gosrnor Weaver, 
"We will probably select one par 
ticular bank to make defendant in 
the suit and attempt to reach an 
agreement with the rest of the 


i banks to abide by the decision in 
the case." Sorensen said. 
The county in which the OTit wit] 
be filed will" depend upon the bank 
selected for the suit.

signed a 
statement 
that the body of the man found in 
his machine was that of a hitch- 
hiker who, he claimed, was killed 
•When the car went into a ditch 
near Terre Haute. 
Sheriff George Winkler, Indian- 
apolis, now in Mo~bile in liopes of 
returning Schroeder here, .charged 
that the death was the result ot 
an insurance plot on the part of 
Schroeder in order that Schroeder 
"could collect about $64,000 on liis 
own life. 
The death penalty is mandatory 
in Indiana for anyone convicted of 
first degree murder in connection 
with arson.

Lincoln Passes TKirty-two Cities If 


Population o£ Entire City Is Counted 


".._ 
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A recent census report announced 
at Washington by the director of 
census shows that Lincoln 
has 
passed eighteen cities in population, 
to rank 104th. an advanc* from tins 
130th position ten years ago. Accord- 
ing to the report, other cities wre 
yet to be heard from. When these 
are all in the Tanking of Nebraska's 
capital may be still higher, it was 
indicated. 
According to the announcement, 
Pasadena, Cal., was one of five cities 
ranked by Lincoln in 1920, to pass 
this city in the 1930 count. This was 
an error. Pasadena has a popula- 
tion of but "JS.tnS, compared to Lin- 
coln's 75,919. according to the fig- 
ures given out by the bureau. 
Speculation Runs Riot. 
Since the change in Lincoln's 
rankings were announced, consid- 
erable speculation has developed 
here regarding where the city would 
be ranked if the population 01 the 
entire metropolital area were in- 
cluded in the count, thereby making 
an aggregate of 86,441.

Reynolds-TJnruh OQ Co. with an 
onrush, burst its connections and 
hours after it came it was an- 
nounced as another gusher. Oil shot 
upward, howling from the Jorce of 
pressure of about 100,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas. Employing skill gained 
from previous experiences, the' field 
workers began the task of capping 
the "wild flow.

Florida Man Kills Hope- 


lessly Crippled Boy 
and Shoots Himself. 


JACKSONVILLE, Ha., June 21— 


(TJ. P.)—Louis Weis, 54, shot and 
killed himself today after apparent- 
ly taking the life of his son, 
Francis, 15, a hopeless paralytic 
from birth, fay leaving 'him to 
•drown in a bathtub. 


Duval county authorities accepted 


the theory that Weis carried v his 
helpless son to the second floor of 
the Weis home, placing him in a 
bathtub full of water, and left him. 
The boy was physically unable to 
struggle to safety. 


Mrs. Weis, at work about the 
house on the main floor, was 
startled by the -report of a pistol 
shot and found Weis dead on the 
living room floor, a bullet in his 
brain. She hysterically called nejgh- 
bors, but not until later was she 
told that the son, too, had met a 
violent death. 
Planned As Act of Mercy. 


Authorities 
say they believed 


Weis, out of consideration for his 
wife, decided that since he had de- 
termined to end his own life lie 
ought not to leave the paralytic 
to care for himself. 


Accordingly'' they said, he first 


murdered the boy. 
,"He had said he had to do it, 
but I did not believe it," Mrs. Weis 
told County Detective Fred King. 


Weis was formerly a wealthy 
real estate operator, but had re- 
cently met financial reverses which 
were believed to .have taused bis 
decision to' kill iiimself.

In addition to the desk, the pres- 
ident's office has been fitted with' 
an entirely new suite, all_the gift 
of the Grand Rapids F-urniture 
Manufacturers' 
association.

though of recent manufacture, the 
set gives the impression of well 
preserved colonial furniture. 
The 


furniture men suggested the gift 
after the, fire which damaged tne 
executive' offices, last Christmas 
eve. 
Leading interior decorators, 
after 
consultation 
with 
Mrs. 
fifoover, decided upon the rew 
pieces. 
The desk is of unusually large 
size, eighth-four inches long, of 
antique design in burled maple 
wood. It is fitted with rich desk 
ornaments such as ash receivers, 
ink trays, a brass desk lamp and 
a pad of tooled leather. It was said 
by manufacturers to have cost 
$5.000. 
The rug is circular, fitting the 


oval shape of the room. It is of 
chenille, of a briar brown color, 
with a border of oak leaves and 
acorns in green and tan. It is said 
to have cost $2.500. 
There are~"eight-$600 chairs, cov- 


ered with tapestry of green and tan 
CT dull red and eold. Also in the 
suite are book cabinets and several 
occasional tables. 
George Akerson, the presidents 
secretary, is now using the desk 
discarded by Mr- Hoover. It was 
purchased lor President Roosevelt 
and has been in use since that time.

TO GET PENSION 


Victims of Dry Law May 


Expect Help From 


Lower House. 


WASHINGTON, June 21— (I. N. 


S.)— The house today established 
the precedent of pensions for in- 
nocent victims of dry law enforce- 
ment. 


The action -was taken in voting 


$100 a month to George Charles 
Walthers, a minor, who was per- 
manently crippled when shot in 
the spine by a dry law officer in 
the woods near Underwood, Wash., 
in 1923. _ 
The bill, sponsored by Represen- 


tatives Johnson republican of Wash- 
ington and/ Korell republican of 
Oregon, was passed only after as- 
surances were given that Walthers 
was innocent of complicity in the 
operation of a bootleg liquor still. 
, The house decision paves the way 
for approval of other similar bills 
which have been reported from the 
claims committee, including $5,000 
for the heirs of Jacob Hanson, 
fatally wounded by federal officers 
near Niagara Falls, N. Y. and Henry 
Wirkula, killed near Big Falls, 
Minnesota.

For years congressional wets have 


been fighting for a bill providing 
compensation in such cases, but 
hitherto have never had strength 
to bring a bill to a test vote. The 
Walthers measure was reported by 
the claims committee, which is pre- 
dominantly dry.

MILLER DISSENTS 


IN OMAHA CASE 


Railway Commissioner John Miller 


has written a dissenting opinion in 
the Omaha street car fare case to 
which he asserts that sufficient time 
to permit a complete'and careful 
study of the conditions surround- 
ing the operations of the company 
did not elapse between the time the 
company filed its application for in- 
creased fares'and the granting of 
the application by the commission. 
The commission issued an order 
last week, signed by Chairman John 
Curtiss and Commissioner Charles 
Randall, granting the increase. The 
higher rates had been put in effect 
several weeks before under a tem- 
porary order. Commissioner Miller 
refused to sign that order. ' 
In his dissenting opinion, Miller 
asserts that the "directors of the 
company should be criticised for in- 
creasing the salary of the president 
to $30,000 a year and that of the 
manager to $15.000 a year when 
they knew the financial condition 
of the company was not good. 
He says that $20,000 for the presi- 
dent and $10,000 for the manager 
should be fair "pay for a compariv 
the size of the Omaha & Council 
Bluffs Street Railway company. 
Gets Power At Saving. 
He also points out that the com- 
pany is now securing its power at a 
saving of $125,000 annually as com- 
pared with five years ago. "If any- 
thing, this should have' a tendency 
to lower "the fares." 
He asserts that the company

test After Police 
Injure 500 Natives. 


BOMBAY, India, June 21—(AP) 
—Leaders of the independence cam- 
'paign were attempting tonight to 
enforce a complete and paralyzing 
cessation of work as a protest 
against action of police in breaking 
up a great demonstration at the Es- 
planade Maidan. where approxi- 
mately 500 persons, including seven 
women, were injured. . 
For the first time since the Ma- 
hatma Gandhi's home vule cam- 
paign was inaugurated, women stood 
in the front ranks of the demon- 
strators and defied police, calling 
out that thev did not fear the dan- 
gers of fighting. 
They formed cordons around/the 
Sikh volunteers who led the proces- 
sion and demonstration and all dis- 
played greater courage in facing the 
repeated charges of almost 500 foot 
and mounted police. The women 
sang and waved flags despite their 
injuries, because, as Mrs. Gokhale, 
their leader and a member of the 
city corporation, explained to the 
police commissioner, "they do not 
mind the blows of the lathis (bam- 
boo1 Sticks). Mrs. Gokhale refused 
the 'commissioner's request that 
wpmen leavr the Esplanede. 
Six women were taken to the hos- 
pitals for treatment after the dem- 
onstrators had been driven from the 
Esplanade.

The police manifestly did not 
strike the 
women intentionally, 
reaching over their heads in an ef- 
fort to strike the men demon- 
strators.

Tax Mortgage On 


Wyoming Property 


Whether a Lancaster county resi- 
dent who holds a mortgage on prop- 
erty in Wyoming has to pay intan- 
gible tax on the mortgage here was 
at issue in a case which County 
Assessor O. C. Bell presented to the 
county attorney Saturday.

UNION, S. C., June 21—(I. i.. S.) 


—Captured after a twenty-four-

'mob of more than 500 men. 


The huge posse had scoured the 


countryside for the negro, sought 
on charge of criminally attacking 
a 23-year-old white woman and 
her 16-year-old sister-in-law, since 
noon yesterday.

was surrounded in a woods. The 
posse, surrounding the grove in a

barked in unison. 


Riddled With Bullets. 


The negro, killed instantly by the 
spray of bullets, was dragged into 
the open, and one volley after an- 
other was emptied into his body 
until it was unrecognizable. It was 
estimated that several hundred bul- 
lets entered the negro's body. 


A few miles behind the mob 


when it accomplished its goal was 
the local company of the national 
guard, mobilized a few minutes be- 
fore „ on a telephone order from 
Governor Richards at Columbia. 


The militia, however, was too 


late—by minutes. When they came 
upon the scene, the body of the 
negro was sprawled upon the 
ground, and the mob had begun 
to disperse.

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Knockouts Settled Championships In Old Ring Days 
Fouls Never Heard of 
When Men Were Men 
and Fighters Fought 


BY EGBERT EDGREN. 


Ring champions usually ended their careers suddenly in 


the early days when fighting was a sport and not a "bus- 
iness." In John L. Sullivan's day, title affairs were fought 
to a finish with baae knuckles or skin tight gloves. A round 
terminated when one man was down, and the fallen gladia- 
tor had half a minute in which to recover and be sent out to 
go on fighting. There were'many long fights, naturally. A 
well trained man might be "out" for a 10-second count, but 
back in fighting shape after half a minute in the hands of 
his seconds. 


Desperate Business 


, Fighting to a finish was despei1- 
>ate business compared to this mod- 
•'ern 10 or 15 round manner oi fight- 
Ing, with a decision by two judges 
and a referee if there's no knock- 
out. 
Under jold conditions, there 


had to be a knockout or a collapse 
Old John L, nearing the end of 
a long and reckless career, was 


, beaten-down by young Jim Corbett. 
The Californian was a master box- 
er. It's many years since we have 
seen any as clever as Corbett. It 
was impossible for any ordinary 
boxer to lay a glove on him, and he 
had a cutting, jarring punch that 
wore men down. 
He sidestepped 
Sullivan's bull-like rushes, made 
Sullivan wear himself out by miss- 
Ing punches, jabbed Sullivan delib- 
erately until he was blinded, dizzy 
and winded, and then knocked him 
out with a right hand punch on the 
Jaw. 
It was a perfect exposition of 
the science of boxing. Tins was the 
first glove fight for the heavy- 
weight title 


. 
Fiiz Tricked CorDett. 


The Coibett-Htzsimmons cham- 
pionship fight at Carson, March 17, 
1897, was with gloves and "to a 
finish." There was no limit to the 
number of rounds that could be 
fought, and the end Jtiad to be a 
knockout. Corbett jabbed Fitzsun- 
mons all 
over the ring for six 
rounds, but after that Fitz carried 
the fight to Corbett, trying to get 
In a knockout punch. He tricked 
Corbett in the fourteenth, leaving 
Jim a wide opening for a Jab and 
sliding in under it, advancing his 
right foot and hooking a terrific 
left Into the pit of Corbett's stom- 
ach for a knockout. 
It was a dramatic finish—the 
greatest artist in boxing knocked 
out by the. crafty slugger. That 
fight proved that weight wasn't 


Although he weighed only 154% 
pounds ringside that day at Carson, 
and Corbett 183, Bob Fitzsimmons 
was one of the hardest hitters ever 
known to the ring, and he had the 
skill to get his punch home. 


Met His Master In Jeff. 


Fitz ran against his master when 


he fought Jim Jeffries, a massive 
and little considered youngster who 
had gone through only a few fights 
Jeffries was coached to use a per- 
fect defense and take his time. He 
crouched, so that Fitz couldn't 
sock him with that terrible "solar 
plexus" punch that had finished 
Corbett. And he held his huge left 
are out like a beam to stop Bob's 
rushes 


In the second round, as Fitz was 
dashing in, trying to knock Jeff's 
arm aside and get to close quar- 
ters, Jefffles jabbed Bob on the 
chin so hard that Bob's feet flew 
from under him and he struck the 
floor on his shoulderblades. He was 
badly dazed by that punch, al- 
though he fought on desperately for 
several rounds. 


In the end. Fits; ^became helpless 
under Jeff's sledge-hammer blows 
and Jim finished Fitz with a short 
right hand_punch on the chin that 
Jounced him on the floor. 
Jeffries 


used to say he tried to knock Fitz

rmfoe first thing that a beginner 
M. ought to learn is the grip— 
or how to take hold of the club 
To see some of them try ia abou 
all that one needs to be con 
vinced that the club professiona 
has 
enough troubles before htm 
has been neglected. The beginner 
has enough troubles before him 
without gripping the club in such 
a way that it is impossible for 
to execute a proper stroke. 
There are three common types 
grip, so-called not because they 
differ so radically in principle' bu 
because they diff..- in a noticeable 
detail—the interlocking, the over- 
over-lapping and the plain two- 
handed grip. These names or desig- 
nations depend entirely upon 
whether the little finger of the 
right hand interlocks with the in- 
dex finger of the left hand, wheth- 
er it overlaps it or whether both 
are on the club with no connection. 
For my purposes it makes no dif- 
ference which is used. 


rmtBK Important thing to be ob- 
M. served is that the left hand 
Is well over upon the top of the 
shaft—I should say with the back 
of the hand looking upward. The 
right hand has also a position upon 
the club but it will be found, I 
think, that among the better play- 
ers the right hand position varies 
more .than the left With the left 
hand on top of the shaft, the play- 
er is able to open the face going 
back and at the same time tc close 
it as he hits the ball. The more 
this hand works toward the front 
of the shaft the harder it becomes 
to close the face or to brine it 
around at ir_pact. 


It is hard to count the number 
of beginners whom all of us have 
have seen gripping the-clubv with 
..the knuckles of both hands looking 
skyward. How they expect to hit a 
golf ball is more than I can sec, 
for one hsnd or the other mu&t 
block any swinging motion whatso- 
ever. The grip must be designed to 
make the two hands work torether 
so that neither is an impediment. 


WN most ca^cs, the right hand ' 
M. placed upon the club so that the 
bade of the hand is squarely be- 
hind the shaft, in other words so 
that if the fingers were straigh- 
ened the palm of the hand would 
be squarely presented to the hole 
or the Intended line of flight of the 
ball 


But the proper or theoretically 
correct position lor the ngtat hand 
depends entirely on the placing of 
the left, and some latit-ude must 
be aBowcd so long as the relation 
between the two remains proper 
Whatever happens the two hands 
must be placed so that they work 
together and do not oppose one 
another. 


I remember asking Jimmy Maiden 
whether the right shoulder should 
go under as the ball was being hit 
or ii it should turn almost in the 
same plane as the Jeft. Jimmy ans- 
wered immediately that it depend- 
ed «atlrely upon tte grip. 


At first glance, the relation be- 
tween the shoulder action and the 
grip may seem obsecure, bat upon 
examination It can be seen to be 
very close—the ^evatton of the 
right shoulder depending almost 
entirely upon the position of the 
right hand vpon the club. If the 
Tight hand be under ihe shaft. 
then the right shoulder must be! 


low when the ball is hit; if the 
right hand be turned over upon 
the top of the shaft, then, of 
course, the right shoulder must 
come through high. 
ASIDE from these considerations 
and granting that the hands 
are so placed that no actual oppo- 
sition will be offered by either, 
there is yet one other important 
feature. Big hands are said to be 
of advantage to a golfer and they, 
are so merely because they are 
able to handle the club with less 
effort or strain. It is simply a'ques- 
tion of leverage which .smaller

Not So much In '29. 
In 1929 when Mr. Gallant Fox 


•was merely two years of age, he 
made his debut as a galloper. He 
ended up third in his first race at 
Aqueduct in N. Y.—which was 
fairish and no more. 
The next time it was different. 


Mr. Gallant Fox, strutting in a 
field of 13, found the number ex- 
tremely unlucky. He landed eighth 
and that was just about where a 
great number of horse sharpshoot- 
ers calculated he should land. 
But the third tune—that was 


different, too. Quoted at 10 to one 
and swinging hoofs with Sarazen II, 
which had beaten him previously, 
Caruso, Hi Jack and some other 
fast lads of the horse realms, Mr. 
Gallant Fox pranced home In front. 


Beaten by Whichone. 
. 
After that he ran two seconds. 
/ Then he tackled Whichone and 


was beaten three lengths by the 
Whitney 
flier, 
finishing ' third. 


Bight then and there he scratched 
Whichone off his calling list, 
picked 'on some second-raters and 
won at Aqueduct's fall meeting in 
his final gallop of the year. 
When the summarizing had been 


concluded it was found that Mr. 
Gallant Fox had been to the races 
seven times, had won twice, fin- 
ished second twice, third twice, 
was unplaced once and had gath- 
ered in $19,890 for his owner, Wil- 
liam Woodward. 


Third Cutting of Alfalfa. 


Of course, two victories in seven 
trials and money winnings of close 
to $20,000 isn't exactly hay, but it 
is the third cutting of low grade 
alfalfa as compared with WJiich- 
one's record of five wins and $135,- 
455 in the same number of starts. 
In the matter of time made, vic- 
tories won and, money gained by 
two-year-olds in 1929, Mr. Gallant 
Fox was so 'far down the list that 
you 
suffered 
10 doses of 
eye 
strain trying to find him. 
Bookies Couldn't See Him. 
The "esteem" in which Mr. Gal- 
lant Fox was held by the hoi 
pollol 'as a wholfe is shown by the 
fact that while the winter book- 
makers laid only four to one 
against .Whichone and six to one 
against Boojum in the Kentucky 
Derby, they offered you around 
75 to one that Mr. Gallant Fox 
was too much of a bum to pull 
the trick. 
When the racing season opened 


the boys discussing the Preakness 
and the Derby mentioned about 40 
other horses before they articu- 
lated concerning Mr. Gallant Fox. 
But when Mr. Gallant Fox, in his 
first 1930 race, up and wins the 
Woods Memorial from some highly 
touted colls, they moved him up to 
about No. 10 on the list. And when 
tie tosses a snappy workout for 
the Preakness, why, all of sudden, 
they stop calling him a bum, rea- 
lize that he's got religion or went 
to a select finishing school during 
the winter and instaE him as 
PreaJcness favorite. 


Showed Whichone His Heels. 


Mr. Gallant Fox snagged that 


classic, ambled into Kentucky, ran 
home a half t!ock ahead of his 
field and then hustled along*to 
New York and challenged Which- 
orfe in the 1% mile Belmont stake 
race. 


Whichone sneered at the defi. He 
told Mr. Gallant Fox to get a 
"rep." And then, in the effort to 
prove that aE that Mr. Gallant 
Fox was doing was beating a lot of 
glorified selling platers, Whichone 
agreed to meet him in the Bel- 
mont just to show up this fresh 
Mr. Gallant Fox. 
But 
Mr. 
Gallant 
Fox beat 


Whichone by about three lengths 
in the race and now Whichone, 
last to capitulate, is bowing the 
reverent tendon whenever Mr. Gal- 
lant Fox's name is mentioned. 


Looms As Big Winner. 


Incidentally, Mr. Gallant Fox 
now has won $198,730. That puts 
him eighth in the ranking

American money winners. Every 
horse that tops him—except Blue 
Larkspur with $220,420—is retired 
But Mr. Gallant Fox is still 
quite active—ah, yes, quite. He is 
entered in a .half dozen big stake 
races for the rest of the year. He 
can, if his owner desires, wedge 
his way into at least six other 
races where the pickings are .good 
All in aE, there's $150,000 more 
that Mr. Gallant" Fox can pick up 
to 1930 if his -owner wants to take 
the chance and, ^also, if .Mr. Gal- 
lant Fox continues to -win. 
The American record is $313.639 
.made by Zev. -Mr. Gallant Fox 
with plenty- of hard work and a 
50-50 break in luck, can top that 
figure this year.

The Western league park the 
night of July 3 will be a miniature 
Madison Square Garden. Over four 
thousand seats will be set on the 
arena floor of the park, with the 
ring erected at pitchers' box.

Bostonese have had their 
baseball thrills, though most of them were in the dim and 
distant past, and they have had their thrills in f oolball, box- 
ing and wrestling, and in the newer popular game of ice 
hockey. 


But no thrill has been more appreciated than the thrill 


they are getting in watching Wallie Berger hit home runs 
this year. 


Old Fans Coming- Back. 


This big young man from the 


Pacific coast is bringing back the 
old fans who haven't turned out 
In years Already he has paid for 
himself with his big bat. 


If. he can go on at his present 


gait he will set a new home run 
mark for the National league this 
year. Chuck Klein hit 43 home runs 
last year and Berger might hit 60 
this season. 
So far ihs pitchers haven't found 


his weakness, if there is one, and 
they've had plenty of opportunity 
to do so. 
He is said to be the hardest hit- 
ting right hand club wielder in the 
game, and that includes Hornsby, 
Hafey, Foxx, Simons, Wilson and 
Alexander. 
Takes Full Swing. 


He misses now and then, for he 
takes a full swing and a hard one. 
His batting average isn't unusual, 
but it is fairly consistent. The first 
batting averages of the season 
showed him with a mark of .294 
and then .279, but after thai he 
climbed up around .330 and stuck— 
.333, .324, .319, 303, .331, etc. 


With the Cubs needing players as 
they do, many a fan has wondered 
why the Los Angeles club was per- 
mitted to sell Berger to Boston for 
$50,000 when he rould have been 
used by the parent organization. 
William Wrigley owns both Cubs 
and Angels. 
Part of Bell Deal. 


But now it, comes out that it was 
a part of the Lester Bell deal. The 
Cubs wanted Bell and the Braves 
consented to a trade, provided the 
Cubs would stand aside and let Los 
Angeles sell Berger to Boston. The 
Cubs probably are sorry, for Bell 
hasn't been very useful. 


However, even the richer clubs 


of tpe league, which might have 
outbid the Braves for Berger, are 
benefiting for he has caused a 
baseball revival in the Hub. Berger 
is the difference .between 
the 
Braves of last few years and the 
Braves of this year. 


He may be an attraction like 
Babe Ruth, but the Braves say 
they will not sell him as the Red 
Sox sold Ruth. The Babe started 


hitting home runs in Boston, but 
didn't stay long after the Yankees 
waved their greenbacks. 


Shines As Long- Hitter.

Iri 
home runs, he was fourth. Gus 
Suhr, with the Pirates, was ahead 
of him with 51 and "also Boone with 
55 and Vergez with 46. But this 
year Borger, in the fastest baseball 
company, is hitting them harder 
than ever. He gets lots pf doubles 
and triples, top. Last year he had 
41 two-base hits. 


He was the least heralded of all 
this year's recruits, but is easily 
the outstanding first-year man of 
1930 in either of the big leagues. 


Overlooked By Scouts.

Accustomed to the out-of-doors 
and to the free life of the plains, 
Mr. Tynan did not care for the life 
of a merchant. He had preempted 
land in Richardson county, and 
he and Mrs."~Tynan removed to a 
farm southeast of the. present site 
of Stella. Mrs. Tynan says that 
their first house was 16 by 24 feet 
in size, of native cottonwood, with 
two rooms upstairs and two on 
the first floor. They later built a 
commodious farm house there," but 
their first 
dwelling was of true 
pioneer-'type. 


After their children were grown, 
they built in 
Stella. Following 
Mr. Tynan's death seventeen years 
ago, Mrs. Tynan remained in Stella 
for some years.

Boys Gain in Weight During 
Ten Days Spent at Summer 


Recreation Place. 


A checkup on the first period at 
Camp Qumra 'reveals that 224 
more pounds of boyhood were re- 
turned to Lincoln at the end of the 
ten days than were admitted to the 
camp when it opened. Of the fifty- 
nine who went to camp, all but 
five made gains.

In a case like that, the mayor 
declared, one of two courses must be 
followed. Either the food and cloth- 
ing must be cheaper and the rent 
less, or more than the budget spent.

relatives, and the $2,000 budget to 
the $500,000 that has been allowed 
by the present charter for all 
municipal purposes. 
Many steps of false economy have 
already been taken by the council, 
but all of these will have to be paid 
for later. Whether the money to 
properly provide for the city's wants 
is to be forthcoming will be decided 
at an election August 12. If it is 
denied, in the opinion of tbe mayor 
maintenance operations in Lincoln 
must be still further cheapened.

A ] '-adox that can be ex- 


plained by the reproduction 
of Nebraska, which is to be 
one of the new, novel, and in- 
teresting features of the 
state fair in September. 


Advance rumors have called the 
likeness a relief map, but lunijrs 
have erred. A miniature replica of 
Nebraska is what is offered to the 
fair comers. The artists have made 
no attempt at mathematical ac- 
curacy, no effort toward diagram- 
matic perfection. • 
Nebraska has nearly a thousand 
villages, towns, and cities. Only a 
bit of ten or a dozen of them are 
represented by the most charming 
small buildings, in place of being 
merely black dots on a beige black- 
ground. It has more river mileage 
than any other state, but only the 
two major streams flow 
through 
the replica, with the others merely 
suggested. 
This reproduction, standing in 
the west end of Agricultural hall, 
is 48 feet long. 22 feet wide, and the 
decorative background is 25 feet 
high. It is Nebraska in autumn, 
when its bountiful productiveness 
IF most readily realized, when its 
beauty is compensation for the 
other seasons of less repute. It is 
not a copy, but an original, in that 
unusual features are put together 
under unique conditions. 
flowing Rivers. 
The theme is centered about the 
Comhusker, the great central fig- 
ure of the "background, and of the 
state's products. It offers a bird's- 
eye view, of air ports, with their 
tiny bright planes, of the autumnal 
fields, suggestive of rich harvest, of 
state parks, of the Oregon trail, 
with its minute but very perfect 
markers, of the lakes, of" the larger 
bridges including the new one at 
Blair, of the^farms, of the cities. 
The Missouri and the Platte are 
fiowirg streams of real water, with 
an old river boat or two on the 
Missouri. Tiny trucks, busses, and 
motor cars dot the highways and 
bridges. Nebraska's trees are made 
of steel wool put on twigs, lightly 
varnished, and dusted with colored 
sawdust, providing excellent colors 
for the September and October 
foliage. The Nebraska of the re- 
plica has two railroads, which, run 
at m speed compatible with the 
speea of Nebraska trains, so that 
the realism of. the reproduction is 
carried out as far as possible. 
For the 
topographical 
back- 


ground, papier mache has been 
used 
It rests upon cWcken wire 
directly, and upon various pieces 
of this and that for the more re- 
mote underptaJng. The replica has 
been built in sections, so that it is 
portable. Construction has taken 
longer, -wwk »» begun some two 
months »go and is now just about 
complete, and it has been some- 
what more costly, but the utility 
has been greatly increased. This 
reproduction can be shown other 
places, to many peoples who will 
not be able to view it at the fair. 
and it is possible It -will be <Ss- 
played at Hie Ak-Sar-Bcn or at the 
Chiicaco World's fair three years 
hence "When it is razed, tne sur- 
face 
figures are 
removed and 
packed, and the topography, in 
pieces, scut by truck, so that only 
one move in place of three is acc- 
essary. 
Trae To State. 
Everything but Uis trains have 
been made on the grounds by J, A 
Poteet. decorator and exhibition 
contractor, who is in charge of «» 
work. C. D Praeit, who assists him, 
both of Dallas. Tex^ and their aids 
The typical bmldinss of each city, 
the farm homes, the scenic back- 
grounds have been accurately made 
from photographs. As they drove1 
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through Nebraska, they observed its 
peculiar characteristics, and that" 
observation and the photographs 
have served as bases for the repli- 
ca. 


Their work tables are there, lit- 
terea with heaps of pink and white 
pigs, of red and black and orange 
cows, with piles of brown and roan 
and bay horses, string, nails of as- 
sorted sizes, wiring, sockets, light 
cords. In the midst of glass cut- 
ters, dry plates, bulbs, shellac, var- 
nish, odd boxes, Mr. Poteet paints 
a dormer on a house or prepares a 
tree for his own Arbor day. Sur- 
rounded by bits of plaster that will 
never go into a house, hammers, 
saws, glue, motors, soldering irons, 
squares, brushes scissors paints to 
outshine a rainbow, pliers, Mr. 
Pruett works on Tiis 
miniature 
"Sower" to stand atop the state 
house tower. 
The theme of the Nebraska repli- 
ca is carried out in symbolical forn 
on a deep cream background, wite» 
its suggestion defined in the topo- 
graphical layout at its base. The 
background is centered with a- huge 
bronzed figure, the 
Comliusker, 
pulling back the husks of an ear of 
yellow corn, and with determined 
eyes fixed on the next fat ear, 
hanging on the tall corn stalk be- 
fore him. 
Ten Foot Comhusker. 


As Mr. Poteet has modeled the 
figure, it Js ten feet high, crouched 
somewhat in his work, a figure 
twelve feet In height were.it stand- 
ing straight. Because of the width 
of the miniature Nebraska, he ap- 
pears a man of normal size. Mr. 
Poteet cut the figure from wall 
board, then modeled It of papier 
mache. The Comhusker" is four 
inches deep at the thickest points, 
and the artist used one to three 
laminations of half inch wall board 
in the body, modeling on top of 
that. 
All the background figures and 
lettering are in the bronze, which 
with the cream base makes a deli- 
cate background for more colorful 
cities and farmsteads. Above the 
Cornhusker are the words "Corn- 
hnsker State," and formal stalks of 
com rise on either side. Slightly 
lower than the theme words, on one 
side is the head of a sheep and on 
the other, a hog. both with a de- 
sign of tiny corn ears above and 
below. 
. 
. 
The right wing of'the background 
is dedicated to "Nebraska the Pro- 
ductive" and the left to "Nebras- 
ka tfcs Beautiful." "Not that there 
is no 
productiveness in the west 
and not that the east has no beau- 
ty, but that it seemed necessary to 
make some definite division, and 
the state easily Jell Inio those1 
parts." Mr. Poteet stated. 
Recessed from the background In 
the productive wins: is a painting 
of a typical 
autumn farm scene, 
with the crimson and gold trees, 
white house and huge red barn, 
with the rich yellow sijubWe fleld 
and the wheat sheaves, corn ladies, 
and pumpkins. Similarly placed in 
the left wing is a scene of west Ne- 
braska, with the tall pines to the 
long white road which winds 
around the buttes, and the porprfs 
glow over distent hills. 


Tracks Carry Products. 


Finishing the final panel on the 


left of the background is a sheaf of 
wheat and on the right, a corn 
shock, with a row of littte yc3ow 
pumpkins hidden in the shock. At 
Sre base of the background, to the 
left of the Cornbusker, is tne 
phrase. "3et Acquainted with J«e- 
braska," and at the nght, "State of 
Nebraska 
Publicity Department. 
Mr. Pnaett did the larger share of 
the lettering and the side figures. 
To emphasize Nebraska's produc- 
tiveness, Mr~ Poteet has a number 
of trucks, running on a belt ana 
each one labeled with the product 
it carries. They run beneath the re- 
cessed panels typifying that they 
come from the east and the west, 
converge anto the center of the re- 
production, and cany the sorplus ol 
wheat, earn, Irrestotfc, oats to the

If Bill didn'tthink the fish- 


ing would be better next 
time, he'd feel about as badly 
disturbed as a small boy 
could feel. That has been the 
situation of vast sections of 
the country's population dur- 
ing the last nine months as a 
growing realization has come 
that the "fishing isnt so good. 
The question in all minds is: 
"How long will it last?" 


"Not so long," is the encouraging 
answer of Dr. T. Bruce Robb, pro- 
fessor of statistics and business re- 
search at the University of Nebras- 
ka. He didn't put his reply quite so 
abruptly when Interviewed during 
the past week, for an economist's 
analysis of business prospects for 
the future. But that Is the real 
meaning of his carefully analyzed 
answer to the current business sit- 
uation, 


Few people realize the relation of 
ie technical data of the econom- 
ist to their everyday comforts. Bus- 
iness cycjes, Investment usance, 
credit tension, statistical data-mud 
other economic phenomena seem to 
belong to a far away world. But 
everyone Is Interested In the things 
they affect All are1 interested In the 
relation of their meagre wage to 
the food, clothing, housing, home 
comforts, and entertainment they 
can buy.

1920.

Alexander Legge's confirmation as chairman of the 


Hoover farm board, after reappointment to a 6-year 
term, came at a time when the telegraph wires were 
crowded with news of an unusual and 
interesting 


character. Admiral Byrri was given an uproarious 
welcome upon his return from a long sojourn in Ant- 
arctica; Bobby Jones won the British open 
cham- 


pionship; Herbert Hoover signed the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill, and Chicago heard the echoes of more 
gangster guns. 
- * 


:'.So irr. Legge should not have been disappointed 
and possibly a trifle 
obliging press of the 


miffed if the energetic and 
country overlooked senatorial 


'action confirming him and devoted only scanty head- 
lines and small space to it. Mr. Legge promises to be 
with the American people for some time, in season 
•and"out, when the birds sing in the-spring and the 
leaves flutter to earth with the first chill breath of 
fall, while Byrd's return from, a triumphal conquest 
,of the South Pole is not apt to be repeated for some 
time and Bobby Jones cannot defeat the cream of 
the world's golfing stars more than once every twelve 
nipnths. 


• The Legge appointment and confirmation deserves 
attention if for no other reason than that upon his 
•shoulders will rest the failure or success of the great- 
est experiment in all the history of agriculture. For 
sheer impudence and audacity, the farm board pro- 
gram falls little short of the Old Testament's version 
of Joshua's command to the sun to stand still. In both, 
instances it was natural law which was to be sus- 
pended. Few laws of nature are more immutable in 
their operation than that which decrees prices shall 
be based upon supply and demand. In the original 
conception of the work of the farm board it was pro- 
posed that the influence of supply upon prices should 
ba largely arrested and nullified. With the farm 
board less than a year old, so Jar as actual activity is 
concerned, it has become evident that Mr. Hoover's 
farm program has failed dismally and must be al- 
tered if it is to be of any value to the farming inter- 
ests of America. 
* * « 


The extent of the failure of the farm board plan 


to have any effect upon prices is best revealed through 
a comparison of prices for grains which, prevailed a 
year ago and what Is being paid at this time. The 
first steps in the establishment of the farm board 
were taken by Mr. Hoover through the first appoint- 
ment of Mr. Legge just a year ago for a 12-month's 
term. His reappointment was confirmed in the sen- 
ate-June 18th, last. The following table gives the 
cash grain prices at both Chicago and Omaha on 
August 1, the high point during the crop season of 
1929, after the farm boa»~j. had been created by con- 
gress and selected by the president, and those paid 
on June 18, 1930:

In the, twelve months since the farm board was cre- 


ated the cash price of wheat at the primary market 
in Chicago has tumbled 44% cents a bushel. On the 
basis of the estimated 1930 wheat production in Ne- 
braska of 60,000,000 bushels, according to the figures 
given out by the federal and state bureau of crop 
estimates, that represents a loss of $26,700,000 to the 
fanners of the state. Prices of com*are 28 cents be- 
low what they were at the time when the farm board 
began functioning in 1929. On the basis of the Ne- 
braska crop raised in 1929 that is a loss in round fig- 
ures of $56,000,000. Oats, largely fed in this state, 
have declined 10 cents a bushel. That represents a 
decline in value of $700,000 on the basis of the aver- 
age crop raised in Nebraska. Bye last Saturday, the 
last sale reported on the Omaha cash market, sold 
at the lowest Mice in twenty-six years. From the 
high point of a year ago to the present day there has 
been a drop of 561~ cents a bushel, or more than 50 
per cent On the basis of Nebraska's rye production, 
that is a loss of $5,COO,00J. 
' But it is not only grain prices which have been 
affected. Livestock, including cattle and hogs, and 
jjoutiry are 
bringing less. The dairy returns are 


lower. Unless there is a speedy upturn, it is appar- 
ent Nebraska farmers will receive $100,000,000 less lor 
the-fruits of their t>il in 1930 than they did in 1929.

er. The plan was dangled before the eyes of the rural 
section as a "cure" for conditions against which they 
rebelled, and which resulted in congressional action 
in twice passing; the McNary-Haugen bill The lat- 
ter, it ^as admitted, wss economically unsound. So 
is the program of the Jam board, if k hopes to arti- 
ficially stimulate prices. 


There could be a measure of sympathy for Mr. 


Legge in the hopeless and futile role which he has 
cast for himself if lie, himself, revealed a little more 
patience and understanding. His sarcastic criticism 
of the grain farmers Ol Kansas at Salina recently was 
•unfortunate, and if every Jarmtr in Nebraska, sur- 
veying the loss in grain prices at this time, gave vent 
to disgust and indignation they could not be blamed, 
Mr. JLegce will not get anywhere with the 
farmers 


through sneers and taunts. He wfll not secure co- 
operation and friendly support when he »rs to them: 
"How low does wheat have to go before th-ese blessed 
Kansas Jarmrrs will realize it is unproductive to

NEBRASKA ROADS. 


The season is approaching when thousands of tour- 


ists will be testing the qualities of highways in the 
various states. For the money which has been spent 
few will make a better showing than Nebraska. Its 
soil is of the character fwhich makes highway build- 
ing a less complicated problem than in some states. 
But Nebraska has not spept the huge sums which' 
neighboring states, notably Iowa, Missouri and Kan- 
sas have put into roads, and as a result it is not to 
be expected that the tourists will find the long 
stretches of paving which 
enable him to traverse 


those commonwealths with little/ discomfort and in- 
convenience. 


In the next few years Nebraska has a large job 


on her hands in the construction of not less than two 
north and south routes, and two east and west high- 
ways, paved for their entire length throughout the 
state. It has been amply demonstrated that gravel 
will riot stand the wear on the main arteries of traf- 
fic. The expense of maintenance of those roads which 
carry the heaviest travel of pleasure cars and trucks 
makes gravel extravagant and expensive. The state 
will be money ahead in the long run if ^Its citizens de- 
cide to replace the gravel on the principal highways 
with paving. 


There are a- number of proposals before the peo- 


ple at this time in order that the program may be 
carried through. 'One contemplates county bond is- 
sues to supply, funds for the building of roads. An- 
other contemplates an Increase in the gasoline tax 
from 4 to 5 cents, the extra cent to be spent entirely 
upon paving. Still a third calls for an amendment 
to the state constitution to permit the state to issue 
bonds for highway development, a step which it can- 
not take at this time. Of all of the proposals, the 
proposed increase in the gasoline tax, and the op- 
tional county bond issues seem the most sane. The 
latter does not bind any county to bond itself, if it 
does not want to, while the gasoline tax 'increase will 
be more than offset in the saving in operation which 
every individual automobile owner can make through 
greater mileage and less wear and tear on his car. • 


Such action would provide all of the funds, which 


could be economically and intelligently utilized, and 
would enable Nebraska to claim all of the federal aid 
money due her, which is now unclaimed. Unless that 
Is done ther,e is the possibility Nebraska may sacrifice 
some of the federal aid. 


THEY PLOUGHED DEEPLY. 


For thousands of years man roamed the earth 


without planting anything whatsoever, depending up- 
on Nature to supply him with food. After he had 
begun planting he went for thousands of additional 
years equipped with the crudest of implements for 
the cultivation and harvesting of his crops and pre- 
paring: them for food. For wheat and similar grains 
the tickle was used and the kernels were threshed out 
by the trampling of cattle. Then cama ,the cradle 
scythe and the flail, which made slight improvement, 
for all of the work was necessarily done by hand. 


It was just ninety-six years ago, June 21, 1834, that 


Cyrus H. McCormick was granted the first patent on 
his "reaper," which, probably to a greater extent than, 
any other invention, has transformed farming in the 
civilized countries of the world. To'be sure, tre- 
mendous improvements have been made on the ma- 
chine which Mr. McConnict 'first tried out on the 
McCornrick farm, Walnut Grove, in Rockbridge coun- 
«y, Va., but the Basle principle remains, and Ameri- 
can reapers, or harvesters, «re riow sent to every con- 
tinent on the globe. 


The enormous advantages which the people of the 


United States have over their ancestors of only a 
comparatively few generations ago, can only be real- 
ized by comparing methods now In vogue with those 
which prevailed when the first colony was founded at 
Jamestown, or when the Pilgrims landed at Ply- 
mouth Rock. For when those events took place agri- 
culture was in almost as primitive a condition as it 
was centuries before. Practically every great advance 
has been made since the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of this republic, which, as history goes, was but 
'yesterday." 


The conclusion seems to be inevitable that these, 


revolutionary forward movements did not follow the 
establishment of the American form of government 
iust by chance; there must be some connection. And 
this conclusion seems to be the more reasonable when 
t is taken into consideration that almost without ex- 
ception the really momentous discoveries and inven- 
tions are the results of research and thought upon 
the part of Americans. Of course due credit must be 
pven Marconi and some other European srfs 
jut even those of VK mother continent will not at- 
«mpt to deny Uwt this nation has almost invariably 
been the pioneer. 


When Simon Bolivar, the South American liberator, 


lay on his death bed. forsaken by friends, and broken 
hearted bccau.ie.he believed that his efforts had been 
in vain, he said in his bitterness of spirit: 


"I have ploughed the sea," 
Whal he meant was that all of his labor had been 


futile; that no result -would ensue. Those who wrest- 
ed liberty from Great Britain and wrought the con- 
stitution of the United States ploughed deeply in fer- 
tile soil and the harvest, which is still being gathered.

PIRATES AHOY! 
By CHARLES B.DRISCOLL 


DULAIEN, WHO SWASHED TOO MANY BUCKLERS. 


Swashbuckler is the word that 


describes Captain Dulaien, French 
corsair, pirate and scoundrel It is 
an interesting word, and comes 
down from the 
days of armored 


soldjers. A soldier who wore armor 
and .carried a .buckler and sword 
could make a.great deal of noise if 
he wanted to. A swaggering, brag- 
ging soldier or knight, back from 
the wars, used to make the native 
villagers tired .'With his tales of der- 
ring-do. In gesticulating to show 
how he vanquished the enemy, he 
would swing his sword with his 
right hand and swash his buckler, 
or shield, about with the left, mak- 
ing a great noise and attracting 
the attention* of passers-by- to- his 
mighty tales. The home folk would 
wink at one another and say, "Ver- 
ily, he ,swashes his buckler about 
right -bravely!" And they 
called 
him a swasher, or a buckler-swash- 
er, or a swashbuckler. Originally, 
there probaby was an extra er on 
the end of the word, but this was 
dropped in genera usage. 
• 


Bucklers had been laid away in 
attics before Captain Dulaien began 
his sea-going career, in 1727, but 
swashing, making a great noise, 
and striking heroic attitudes were 
still "good theater." 
Dulaien was mate on a ship that 
was out for such trade as it .could 
pick up along the coast of Mexico 
in 1727, when he was 23 years old. 
The crew about half French" and 
half Spanish, and there were fre- 
quent disagreements and quarrels. 
One day Dulaien organized "the 
French half of the crew and led it 
in a. mass attack upon the Span- 
iards. At the end of an hour.not a 
Spaniard was left alive. When, the 
bodies had been thrown overboard, 
Dulaien was Captain and the'ship 
was flying the flag of piracy. The 
design of Dulaien's flag is preserved 
in the French National 
Library. 


There are a skull and crossbones 
and a man holding a cutlass .and 
an hour-glass, 
white on a black

changed to Sans. Pitie, or,, as. we 
should say it. The Pitiless. 'Not an 
inappropriate name for a,, pirate 
vessel 
under command of this 


young corsair.

. On the way to San Domingo, 
Dulaien took another sKip, mur- 
dered her crew, and renamed her 
the Sans Quartier,. or No Quarter. 
He flew a .scarlet pennant of de- 
fiance, on the Sans; Quartier. 
., : 


For the period-of one, hectic year, 
Dulaien. and his pitiless pirates 
sailed- the Spanish Main, captur- 
ing, robbing,: burning and murder- 
ing. They made a great name for 
themselves among the Brothers 'of 
the Coast.,, 
.In one ..respect,- Dulaien differed 
from most of the other French 
corsairs. He captured French ves- 
sels - whenever, he met them, and 
treated the French, crews just as 
severely as he treated 'captives of 
any other nationality. This un-. 
ethical practice caused him to be 
denounced as a .pirate, even in 
France, where the French corsairs 
were generally very1 popular. 


Dulaien didn't "mind robbing a 
pirate when'he could manage "to do 
so. In fact/' "he pillaged" arid 
burned the little corsair town^that 
the French Governor Ogerpn had 
foundecT on Turtle Island in 1667, 
carrying off the loot that his own 
countrymen bad. brought back af- 
ter cruises" against the 
Spaniards 


and English in Caribbean, waters. 
Since nearly all the men of _ the 
the; town were off, at .sea,. plunder- 
ing ships.. Dualaien. found littls 
resistance irf this .bold bit of fili- 
bustering against his own kind of 
folk.'

By this time Captain Dulaien had 


accumulated a considerable quant- 
ity of gold and silver. la a large 
chest aboard the Sans Quartier, he 
kept about a hoard said to have 
amounted to about six hundred 
thousand: dollars. 
. 


At Turtle Island, in the harbor 


which he had just ravaged, Bui- 
Bier! had the Sans Pitie careened 
and cleaned and made smart for a 
long voyage. She was a fast .sailer, 
and the Captain passed around the 
word that he intended to make her 
his flagship on this next cruise, 
which 
should make plenty of 
money for everybody. The 
men 


were becoming just a bit restless 
because the loot taken ors the lat- 
est cruise had not yet been divided 
up. 
:. 
During two weeks the refurnish- 
ing of the Sans Pitie went on. She 
was furnished with new cordage, 
and her sails were made strong and 
tight wherever there was an indi- 
cation of wear or damage by gun- 
shot Oh, this was to be a great 
cruise! The men gossiped from day 
to day about it, and wondered 
whither their gallant Captain was 
going to lead them next. 
< 


When the Sacs Pitie was all 
ready for sea, she was anchored 
out in the roads, and the Sans 
Quartier was taken to the careen- 
ine place, turned far owr on her 
side, aad the work of cleaning 
ins her was begun. 


Meantime. Dulaien had had the 
treasure chest taken 
from - the 
Sans Quartier and placed aboard 
the Sans Pitie. He had a picked 
crew of only ten men aboard her 
The rest of &e pirates were ashore! 
and most of them were itnasv about 
the careening of the oilier "vessel. 


j One afternoon, early in January 
! 1728, when a nice breeze was blcrx- 
;iag off the1 land. Captain Dulaien 
| was dbserved leaving his quarters

and made bets as to what their 
Captain-was doing now. . 


And there stood Captain Dulaien, 


on the edge of the bulwark, looking 
now toward shore and now toward 
the bellying sails, smiling- triumph- 
antly. He-was striking an attitude 
now. He was posing. He loved this 
excitement, with, Himself the center 
of it alL" - 
Suddenly, the sails filled and the 
ship began to make way. 
Captain. Dulaien, 
graspingr a 
stjroud, leaned toward the shore 
and shouted to the assembled 
pirates: 
"Adieu! Adieu, you rascals! Good- 


bye,, you bloody- pirates! I am 
bound for :France, and will be 
pirate no more!" ; 
. 


It was a great scene for the Cap- 
tain. He had cheated his wretched 
crews out of their shares of the 
plunder. -He had only ten men now 
to divide, •••with, and perhaps he 
would find a way of cheating them, 
too. He. strutted the deck in all 
his finery •during the long voyage 
across the Atlantic, and began to 
practice posing as a gentleman. 


After a month's sailing, the Sans 
Pitie arrived off Nantes; France. 
She anchored outside the port, 
downstream from the town, and 
Captain. Dulaien sent- a communi- 
cation to M. Renault, collector of 
the port, stating that he and bis 
men wished to take advantage of 
the King'* offer - of pardon to 
priates.- • They Bad come to surren- 
der to His Majesty's mercy, and to 
receive- the promised pardon, re- 
cently proclaimed in the West 
Indies. 
Of-course there was delay. No 
such, request had: ever before been 
made at this port within the mem- 
ory of M. Renault The collector 
passed the communication from the 
pirate on to the Governor, and the 
Governor passed it on to someone 
else, and there -was much consult- 
iss of precedents. 
Meanwhile, Captain Dulaien. who 
had counted .upon this delay, made 
many trips ashore, accompanied by 
two sailors carrying packages. Dur- 
ing the night the chest of treasure 
was removed from the ship. 
The Captain's aged mother lived 


in the little village of Pouligaen, 
not far from Nantes, and she re- 
ceived a welcome visit from her 
dutiful son. Captain Dulaien -went 
back aad forti-, from ship to shdre. 
often visiting his mother and some- 
times going into the city of Nan*s. 
He "was known to everyone as a 
pirate who had robbed his own 
countrymen at sea, but he swag- 
gered through the streets, spend- 
ing his money freely and making a 
great show of his finery. 
The question of a pardon for Du- 
laien finally was taken to the Kins 
hilmself. laxjyers advised, and 
the King pondered. Finally the de- 
cision went forth, and -was carried 
down to the authorities of Nantes. 
It was Ujat-.Dalaian should be par- 
doned, but only on condition thai 
he give up his ship and all the lost 
he had stolen to the King,; It -was 
not lawful lor anyone but His 
Majesty to possess stolen piuperty. 
Weeks had passed since the ar- 
rival of the Sans Pitie la French 
•waters. When the anthortttes vis- 
ited her. they found her empty. 
Svery article of value had been 
taken ashore and sold or stored 
a-sray. There was not left even the 
imprint of a coin.

•'The ten sailors of the Sans Pitie, 
too, had a good time in the. town. 
They and their Captain took to 
walking through the streets .'in- 
habited by the ship owners and ex- 
porters whose ships and goods they 
had pirated in American .waters. 
The honest merchants and ship- 
builders did not hesitate, to. cry, 
"Pirates! Scoundrels!" and "Mur- 
derers!" at the sailors, and there 
were many fights, sometimes reach- 
ing the proportions of small riots 
when, men from the shipyards at- 
tacked the pirates. 
But Captain 
Dulaien insisted 
upon swaggerng and swashing his 
buckler where he could attract the 
most attention. 
.Finally, upon petition of the 


shipbuilders, Dulaien and his crew 
were locked up on some charge, 
and kept in a dungeon for many 
weeks. 
Thence Dulaien sent a 
pathetic petition to the King, rep- 
resenting himself to be a decent 
citizen and patriotic subject who 
was being persecuted by these mer- 
chants of Nantes for some obscure 
reason. 
, 


As 3, result of the wire-pulling 
that followed this petition, the ten 
sailors were released and given the 
King's pardon, but Captain Dulaien 
was kept in confinement. 
After seven years of investigat- 
ing, the Sans Pitie was sold at 
auction and the money turned into 
the King's treasury. 
No other 
restitution was ever obtained from 
Dulaien or from his men. 


Once, the Captain was released 
from prison, but his swaggering 
effrontery was insufferable to the 
respectable folk of the town, and 
he was quickly locked, up again 
After years had passed, he was for- 
gotten. 
It is not now known 
whether he died in prison, or was 
quietly released after his Spirit and 
health were broken. 
His end is 
shrouded in mystery.

One 
or two towns are not placed in their 
exact geographical location, but to 
preserve the outline and to use only 
the alloted space a couple have 
slipped a trifle from the points the 
surveyors chose. 


Built Miniature Cities. 


Some of the buildings are of plas- 


ter. The tall buildings, which are 
bo be lighted, are generally of card 
board." so that windows could be 
punctured. Many of the homes are 
carved from blocks of wood 
by 
hand. Mr. Poteet or Mr. Pruett laid 
out a floor plan on a block of w^>od, 
sawed the block to the proper size, 
and then carved porches, gables, 
dormers, chimneys, solariums, and 
steps by hand, and painted by hand. 
Among "the cities which have been 


used for the reproduction are I^n- 
coln/>~ Omaha. Hastings, Supenor, 
>xington, 
Ord> Seward, - Grand 
Island, Alliance, Louisville, Bridge- 
port, Scotts Bluff West Point, Be- 
atrice, and Chadron. Lincoln is 
easily recognized by the capitol, the 
university, with its stadium 
and 


field house, the fair grounds, and 
small 
duplicates 
of the Stuart, 
Sharp, and Federal Trust buildings. 
The Freeman homestear. shows its 
little log cabin and stable, rain bar- 
rel, and old oaken bucket well- 
Louisville and Superior have their 
cement plants, Scottsbluff and Ger- 
ing, sugar factories, and Chadron, 
the state park. To the south of 
Omaha, reached by a gateway in- 
scribed with "The Gateway City" 
are the stockyards, with their run- 
ways and pens filled with cattle. 


Master Farmer'Homes. 


Worked out on this miniature 
Nebraska are forty individual farm 
layouts belonging to master farmers 
who have qualified. They are placed 
in relation to their location in the 
state, and their homes and farm 
building are painted the actual color 
of the original and the layout is the 
same as that of the owner, for they 
were prepared from charts of these 
farms which were sent in. The name 
of the master fanner is on each 
barn. 


These farm homes and their 
stables, sheep,-cow, and milk sheds, 
chicken runs, feed corrals, corn 
cribs, silos, grain bins .potato cel- 
lars, tenant houses, and separator 
sheds are surrounded by the autumn 
fields, varying in color, depending 
upon the time each one has been 
cut. Some are brilliant 
yellow, 
others are brown with their shocks 
of corn neatly piled, some are of 
deeper gold and paler brown. Now 
and again their is another field or 
two of alfalfa, sweet clover, beets, 
oats, or a berry patch. Here and 
there is a blue field, which focuses 
the attention and suggests the haze 
that hangs over Nebraska fields in 
the fall of the 5 ear. 
Many of the pastures are fenced. 
The meadows and the feed lots have 
their Jerseys. Holstems, their Here- 
fords and their Guernseys, the 
Chester White. Durocs. and Poland-

Louisville and Superior have their 
cement plants, Scottsbluff and Ger- 
ing, sugar factories, and Chadron, 
the state park. To the south of 
Omaha, reached by a gateway in- 
scribed with "The Gateway City" 
are the stockyards, with their run- 
ways and pens filled with cattle. 


Master Fanner/ Homes. 


Worked out on this miniature 
Nebraska are forty individual farm 
layouts belonging to master farmers 
who have qualified. They are placed 
in relation to their location in the 
state, and their homes and farm 
building are painted the actual color 
of the original and the layout is the 
same as that of the owner, for they 
were prepared from charts of these 
farms which were sent in. The name 
of the master farmer is on each 
barn. 
These farm homes and their 
stables, sheep,-cow, and milk sheds, 
chicken runs, feed corrals, corn 
cribs, silos, grain bins .potato cel- 
lars, tenant houses; and separator 
sheds are surrounded by the autumn 
fields, varying in color, depending 
upon the time each one has been 
cut. Some are brilliant yellow, 
others are brown with their shocks 
of corn neatly piled, some are of 
deeper gold and paler brown. Now 
and again their is another field or 
two of alfalfa, sweet clover, beets, 
oats, or a berry patch. Here and 
there is a blue field, which focuses 
the attention and suggests the hare 
that hangs over Nebraska fields in 
the fall of the year. 


Many of the pastures are fenfced. 
The meadows and the feed lots have 
their Jerseys. Holsteins. their Here- 
fords and their Guernseys, the 
Chester White. Durocs. and Poland- 
Chinas. Each farm is as complete as 
though it were the original of the 
replica. 
Quite striking are the miniature 
pieces of farm machinery, which 
stand in the fields cr in the door 
yard. Reapers, gang plows, mowing 
machines .rakes for making hay. 
disc plows, hay lifts, _buck rakes, 
combines in the -west, threshera. «»> 
several types of tradtors might eas- 
ily start off for a day in the fields, 
were they but a. litUe larger. The 
majority of them were carved by Art 
Herr of Linsoto, 
While thUs is a new form of pub- 
licity for-the Nebraska fair, Mr. Po- 
teet has done many model repro- 
ductions in other places.
